Louisiana controversy of that time. 


In that letter Mr. Chandler stated that

have a* parallel in tbe judicial annals of 
Italy, as it bas probably none in those of 
any ether country. 


A. •»•» najoad L'jpo Salvatore of Co- 


miflo had patgcd kimitlf off aa an advo- 
cate and bad with coatunmatc skill com- 
mitted 68 different aeti »f serious fraud, 
in which he succeeded in using the ma- 
chintry *f the law. He had forced the 
signatures of the president aad judges of 
the high court, of the king's procurator 
and of the chancellor of the court. From 
this last meitioBcd oCcial he bad even, 
with splendid audacity, stolen for a short 
time the seal of the chancery, which he 
needed to give effect to his fraudulent 
documents. 


The sentence is even more remarkable 


than the crime. Salvatore was condemn- 
ed to three years' inpritaninent on each 
ef the 63 cases, which brimgs the total of 
the sentence to 1S9 year*, though the 
longest Incarceration which the convict 
can be legally made to undergo is 30 
years.

The ceremonies 
occurred on June 28. I3S8. Never had Kng- 
Intid's metropolis been so crowded. Places 
along tbe line of tbe royal procession 
brought a high premium. By dark on the 
proceeding day the people began to gather. 


At daybreak of the 23th the popular eu- 


thuKiiwm bad reached a high pitch. The 
procession outdid any thing of Ibe kind that 
hud before been witnessed in London. B«- 
cidea tbe troops, wbicb were ordered out in 
lull force, there were twelv9 royal car- 
riages. e;ich containing two ladies and two 
gentlemen, and each drawn by six pranc- 
ing horses. Then came tbe queen's state 
coach, drawn by cigbt cream colored horses 
and attended by a. yeoman at each wbecl 
and A footman at each door The corona- 
tion itself was held in the vast building al- 
ways used for <the imposing ceremonies of 
English royalty— Westminster abbey. Vic- 
toria's train of royal crimson velvet and 
ermine was borne by eight young ladies of 
coble birth. Can: 100* boomed, trumpets 
sounded, and men and women cheered out- 
side the building, and from every part of 
the sacred edifice were heard enthusiastic 
cries of "God save tbe queenl" Hats and 
handkerchief* were waved aloft, peers and 
pferejvses put on their coronets, and bishops 
donned tbeir caps. Tbe guesu included 
other sovereigns, and they yielded to no 
one iu the enthusiasm cf tbe moment. 


The "enthronement" was * singular por- 


tion of tbe ceremony. The young sovereign 
was lifted bodily into tbe royal seat, being 
surrounded by archbishops, bishops and 
peers. His grace of Canterbury knelt, nnd 
did homage for himself and other spiritual 
lords, aud all kissed the queen's hand. Her 
uncles, the Dukesof Sussex and Cambridge, 
removed tbeir coronets and did homage 
with set and elaborate speech. They touched 
the crown upon her head, kissed her left 
cheek aud then retired. Tbe peers also 
touched her crown, but kissed ber hands. 


A Marriage For Lore. 


Queens enjoy a privilege which is with- 


held, save in leap year, from women occu- 
pying a lens august position in the social 
scale—namely, that of themselves making 
the offer of marriage, instead of waiting to 
receive the proposal from their suitors. 
And it was therefore Queen Victoria who 
a year after her coronation at Westminster 
Abbey, on June 28, 1838, invited her cousin, 
Prince Albert of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, to 
share his life with her It is only stating 
tbe truth to say of this marriage, however, 
tbat it was one that had been agreed upon 
for many years, providing Victoria herself 
approved of the young man. For a time 
she is recorded as having been not well 
pleased with him, but there is no doubt 
that she fell in love with him before the 
onion was proposed by her. The nuptials 
took place on tbe 10th of February, ISM, at 
the Cbapel Royal, St. James palace. The

Seven times during her reign was Queen 


Victoria's life attempted, but only on one 
occasion, in May, ISTjO, did her majesty re- 
ceive any actual injury, and that of a mere 
transitory character. Her assailant on that 
occasion was a dismissed officer of hussars, 
and he was seized, before he hod time to ac- 
complish more than strike her a sharp blow 
In the face with a btick. Tbe man was sen- 
tenced to seven years' transportation. The 
first attempt to aHsassinate her was made 
in June, 1840, by a man named Oxford, who 
fired two pistol sbots at her while she was 
driving up Constitution hill with her hus- 
band. 
Tbe would be murderer was de- 


tained several years in prison and at lost 
accounts was earning bis livelihood by 
bouse painting out in Australia.

extension through that town between 
Pittsfield and Adams, gaid that the pros 
pects are bright for the construction of 
the line before longr, either by way of 
Ijanesboro to that village, or from the 
Glen house northerly through Berkshire 
village, Farnum's and the Cheshire 
reservoir. The Lanesboro route, the 
parties say. will avoid tnree bad cross- 
ings on the North Adams branch of the 
Boston and Albany railroad, and also, 
if the extensive cement industry Is lo- 
cated at Farnum's on the west side of 
the reservoir and a village is thus built 
up. the LaneaWoro plan is very feasible, 
all things' considered.

town-Troy Eleolric Railroad

The trolley magnates o3 the northern 


part of the state are met, in the issuing 
of their prospectus setting forth the ad- 
vantages of the new system from Glens 
Falls to Troy, by the announcement 
that New York capitalists have opened 
negotiations i for thf construction' of a 
trolley line from WiUiamsrto\vn to this 
city.

It will be agreed that, If the route in 


question, arJd T'hich contemplates the 
taking in of that section, so long-Iso- 
lated, and which Includes Grafton and 
Berlin and allpaJnts betwcenl Williams- 
town and Troy which have heretofore 
been off the hiMten track, be approved, 
the people living In the territory rbrtri 
and east of this city will hail the new 
enterprise witn satisfaction, and will 
do all they ca^ to further the scheme. 
The road would traverse a section 
which is not covered at the present tima 
by either tbe Boston and Maine or the 
Lebanon Spring railroad, and the ad- 
ditional advantage which a most im- 
portant district would enjoy would be 
the facllltis afforded the towns alone 
the route for oulck transit and frequent 
communication with this city and its 
outgoing trainl t-ervice.

Frog cultivation is the latest Industry 


to attract the attention of Boston cap- 
italists. A farm in Ware, Mass., has 
been purchased for the purpose, and 
the growth of frogs will bo undertaken 
tbl* spring on a scale which has never 
been attempted in this country, gays 
the Boston Transcript. The principal 
promoters are Charles L. Flint and E. 
R. Flint of Boston, George Fernald of 
Portland, Me., and Fred A. Merrill o£ ' 
War*. They bav» recently organized a | 
company under tue l&vra of Maine. A 
farm of ten acrea on the outskirts of 
Ware was purchased from Daniel S. 
Kennedy and Is now being equipped 
for the undertaking. The land is on 
the border of Hardwick pond and waa 
a part of the old King estate. 
i 


The tract la admirably suited to Its 


requirements. A running stream pass- 
es through St, furnishing an adequate 
•npply of water. The system of culti- 
vation will be by means of a aeries of 
artificial ponds. 
These are now in 


process of construction. They will be 
of various sizes and will be connected 
by a series of locks. They will be fit- 
ted with walls and bottoms of cement 
The smallest of the series will be about 
10 feet by S feet In size. In these the 
eggs will be hatched, and as the crea- 
tures develop they will be transferred 
Into larger ponds. 
When they are a 


year old, th«j will occupy bodies of 
•water about ten feet square and dur- 
ing the second year will be transferred 
to ponds 30 feet square. When 2 years 
old, the frog is full grown and TS ill be 
ready for the market. 


It is expected tliat an ample supply 


of eggs for stocking the hatcbery'wiU 
be found in the ponds of neighboring 
towns, and as the eggs germinate 
easily BO trouble is anticipated in the 
propagation. The young animal feeds 
< 


on a substance found on the surface of 
the eggs, so that no food will have to 
be supplied during the early growth. 
When the creature reaches the tadpole 
stage, a quantity of Crustacea will be 
supplied. The lower forms of animal 
life will be procured, like the frogs' 
eggs from neighboring ponds, and as 
they propagate rapidly will soon fur- 
nish an incessant supply of food in the 
artificial ponds. The cultivation is a 
matter of small expense and trouble, 
and yet the returns yielded will bo 
very large for the amount invested. 
Arrangements are being made for ibe 
growth of from 20,000 to 40,000 frogs 
per year, and the facilities can be in- 
creased so that an output of 100,000 
can be made Jf the demand warrants. 
After the ponds are stocked, there 
would be only a slight increase of la- 
bor required to effect the growth of 
tlie larger number. 


The principal market for the frogs 


•will be found in colleges and medical 
schools. There is a growing demand 
for the creatures for use in the study 
of natural-history, and especially for 
purposes of medical research. At pres

IT BEATS LIGHTHOUSES. '. 


Remarkable Invention For Warning 
Ve»»c1a by JteacB of Etherie Wave*. 


United Stale*, Ck>usul Dudley at Van- 


couver reports to the state department 
at Washington regarding the wrecking 
of vessels navigating the coast of Brit- 
ish Columbia and Alaska. Be remarks 
that he has heard complaints from 
manners engaged in the northern trade 
that the coasts north of Vancouver are 
not properly lighted, and that tne wa- 
ters to the northward bare not been as 
i'ully. sounded as safety to vessels re- 
quires. 


Consul Dudley also Incloses a de- 


•eriptlou of an Invention for warning 
vessels, which says: 


"it will Interest those whose calling 


takes them into these waters to learn 
that an invention Is now being invesfl- 
gated by the marine authorities and 
navigators at Southend-on-Sea which, 
if it may not go a long way toward 
making lighthouses obsolete and un- 
necessary, is expected to be of much 
value in the prevention of shipwreck 
from any one of 90 per cent of the 
usual causes. 
This is an automatic 


system of signaling which will warn 
ships of their approach to dangerous 
rocks and coasts in all weathers, when 
even a flashing light might not be seen 
and the booming of a fog born be un- 
heard. 
! 


"A metallic conductor is fixed on an 


elevation ashore or a lightship or reef 
or lighthouse. From this etherlc waves 
are transmitted over a zone which has j 
u radius of seven miles. All vessels 
within tbat area which are fitted with 
receivers are warned of their proxim- 
ity to danger, tbe distance and the 
point of the compass being registered. 
At tbe same time a bell rings and the 
receiving instrument records the name 
of tbe place that is being approached. , 
Tbe automatic part of tbe Invention i 
consists of steel bearings with a num- | 
her of teeth which pass over a Morse 
transmitter. No operators are needed. 
The instrument or machine works ab- , 
solutely automatically. In its elemen- 
tary principles the system resembles 
Marconi's method of wireless telegra-, 
pby,, but in detail tbe system is essen- 
tially different.

electricity in medicine, organic extracts 
and their administration as remedies for 
various diseases it is cot strange tbat 
people are constantly on the watch for 
•oroe discovery even more brilliant and 
startling than anything tbat has bitberto 
been proclaimed. 


Wonderful aie tbe strideg which have 


been made by the application of electrici- 
ty in surgery and medicine. The electrie 
motor turns tbe drill of tbe dentist, bores 
out all tbe noses of mankind in tbe bands 
of tne rhinologiat and may yet run the 
saw and tbe trephine of the surgeon. 
Tbe electric light is made to illuminate 
nil tbe cavities and interiors of tbe hu- 
man body, no that "the pestilence that 
walketh in darkness" in the black recess 
of tbe viscera is sought out and driven 
away bj the electric searchlight. 


It is nothing now to put an endoscope 


Into tbe stomach and scrutinize its walls 
from one end to the other, and in a dark 
room the very <dze of the stomach is de- 
termined by the translumination of the 
abdominal walls when a hsht ;s turned 
on inside of that viscus.

Total "Weight of Machine, With Fait 


Equipment, Under Hiffbty Pound*. 
An exhibit tbat caused a sensation aS 


the recent cycle show In Madison 
Square Garden was a motor bicycle of 
eueh symmetrical construction as to 
challenge the attention of exhibitors ot 
similar machines and to win tbo praise 
of several thousand spectators who 
crowded one another to look at It, says 
the New York Herald. The excellent 
Impression it created may be judged by 
the fact tbat the mechanical experts pjf 
several wheel manufacturers were sent 
to examine the machine within two 
hours after it bad entered the building. 
One of these made the statement that 
it was nearer to being the ideal motor 
bicycle than anything he had yet seen, 
provided It could do the work claimed 
for it. 


The machine so far as frame and 


wheel base are concerned Is of the size 
of the bicycle now in vogue, with the 
exception that the tubing is larger. Its 
distinctive feature is that the motor 
instead of being fitted to the forward 
part of the frame rests In a bed between 
the seat post and crank hanger. The 
seat post support is divided Into four 
tubes, which, spreading over the motor, 
are joined again at the bottom bracket. 
,The batteries are Inclosed In a lout 
circular case which is neatly fitted u 
the lower tube of the frame. The gm» 
oline tank, holding 2% gallons, rests ot ' 
the mud guard of the rear wheel, ami 
tne gasoline runs down to the motor. 
The tread of the pedals is only 0% Inch- 
es, and one revolution gives eight 
sparks to the motor, while two revolu- 
tions will start the machine. The mo- 
tor is of 1% horsepower, and the total 
weight of the bicycle, with complete 
equipment. Is under 80 pounds. 


When the machine was first brought 


Into 'the building, many persons who 
saw It declared it was too pretty in ap- 
pearance to run well. However, It wns 
given a trial on the eight lap course in 
the basement, which disproved this 
prediction. 
It got under wny very 


quickly, seemed easily handled and 
made but little noise. The model was 
built in a New Jersey town ncftr New 
York.

Method* of Cremation Will Bo Hade 


Easier, ««icfcer »»« A»p»r«mtlr 
•lor* Foyvlar Tfcrousrb tke Remit* 
of » Chicago Physician's Bx»«rt- 
ments—Beef Used at the Start. 
After experiments tor four weeks Dr. 


Carl L. Barnes of Chicago has succeed- 
ed In making use of liquid air In cre- 
mating parts of the human body, says 
the Chicago Evening Post 
Tbe 


achievement Is valuable not only from 
a scientific point but for practical pur- 
poses. 
With the new application It 


may be possible for every undertaking 
establishment to have its own crema- 
tory. 


Many scientific men maintain tbat 


cremating the human body is the only 
rational method from a sanitary as 
well as a common sense standpoint. At 
present there Is but one crematory In 
Chicago, and bodies are sent to it at 
great expense from 
many country 


towns and cities. When tbe new fur 
nace Is complete this, it is claimed 
will not be necessary, as a erengitory 
can be established for about $50" and a 
body reduced to ashes at a cost of 
8*out $10. 


Application of liquid air aa a re- 


frigerating agent in an undertaking 
establishment is another scheme which 
Dr. Barnes urges. If the substance is 
used for this purpose, according to his 
plans, It will do away with the present 
custom of embalming bodies. 
Many 


people object to the embalming process, 
as it is necessary to open arteries to 
Inject fluids. With tbe use of liquid 
air a subject could be kept a year, if 
necessary, at a comparatively small ex- 
pense. The cold furnished is absolute- 
ly dry, as it is simply atmosphere iu a 
liquid state. 


Dr, Barnes has tbe same privileges 


from the manufacturers of the air 
that Dr. Cammel White has in New 
York and expects to make demonstra- 
tions before medical men soon. A few 
•weeks ago, while in New York, Dr. 
Barnes visited the Trlpler laboratories, 
and Manager G. A. Boebrick showed 
him the experiments which were being 
carried on. Dr. Barnes questioned the 
New York experts on liquid air about 
Its efficiency So consuming human tis- 
sue and was informed that combus- 
tion did not take place readily and was 
not complete. 
When he returned to 


Chicago, he had some of the liquid 
shipped to blot. Tbe fact tbat steel 
would burn Readily and yet human 
tissue would not formed a mystery 
in tbe doctor's mind, and he decided 
to try for himself. ' 


Beef was used In the earlier experi- 


ments. It was tried alone at first and 
acted as the eastern men had said. 
Then two steel pens were Inserted in 
a piece of beef with tbe ends touching. 
The outer ends were brought in con- 
tact with a spark in tbe presence of 
liquid air and turned fiercely until 
reaching the meat 
It was thought 


that tbe burning steel would set fire 
to the meat and would then burn suc- 
cessfully. This did not happen, though 
tbe pens were so hot that tbe '.wo 
ends were welded, but the tissues were 
not affected. 


Nothing daunted by this failure, the 


doctor prepared beef with a chemical 
substance which he thought would 
start the burning. A scrap of meat 
after being treated was subjected to 
the test and burned readily. 
Bones 


were tried with the same result At 
the first successful experiment a pe- 
culiar i'act was demonstrated. 
The 


meat was burned to ashes in an open 
apparatus, and yet there were prac- 
tically no smoke and little odor. The 
process of combustion was almost ab- 
solutely complete, even the smoke and 
usual odors being consumed. 


Having demonstrated that animal tis- 


sue could be cremated after being 
treated with this new formula. It re- 
mained to show that human tissue 
•n ould act in the same manner. Speci- 
mens were obtained from the dissect- 
ing rooms of tbe medical colleges. The 
first human tissue to be cremated was 
a first joint to a finger. After being 
treated it was exposed to tbe action of 
the air and a spark, and iu less than a 
minute it was consumed. The finger 
burned with an Intense white flame. 


When the combustion wns complete, 


there was a fine white ash from the 
bone which looked as if it were solid, 
but crumbled to dust readily between 
tbe thumb and forefinger. There was 
even less odor than bad been experi- 
enced with beef. Other small pieces of 
a human body were consumed, includ- 
ing parts of a foot and a band. Other 
substances were also tried. Owing to 
the fact that the apparatus used in the 
eeries of tests was open, fully four- 
fifths of tbe liquid air was dissipated 
in the atmosphere without being used. 
Taking this Into consideration, the time 
occupied In tbe burning was remarka- 
bly short. 


Plans have been completed for a fur- 


nace which will be Inclosed to keep the 
air from evaporating. When tha fur- 
nnce Is completed, a test will be made 
with a human body. Among tbe men 
wbo bove seen the experiments were 
some of the leading undertakers of the 
country, and they all admit the scheme 
Is feasible. 


It has taken three hours to consume 


a body, and It Is necessary to fire up 
the crematory the day before to get tbe 
requisite beat. With n liquid air crem- 
atory the work could be completed In 
20 minutes. !t is promised, and no flame 
need be started until the body is placed 
in the apparatus for incineration. Un- 
der ordinary conditions of burial a 
body will not become thoroughly disin- 
tegrated Iu less than 100 years.
